* FCC Registration Number (FRN) which is shown on your current FCC license 
or your Social Security Number. If you do not have a FRN you can register with 
the FCC and receive one free of charge through the following website: https:// 
fyallfoss.fcc.gov/coresWeb/publicHome.do 


* For license upgrades (General or Extra) bring your original signed license and a 
copy. The copy will be sent in to the ARRL with your paperwork. 


We will conduct registration from 9:00 to 9:30 AM and then begin the testing.
